Proposrrion To Issue Coxstavctiox Boxps.— 
An important proposition was brought before 
the Common Council at its last meeting, in the 
shape of a petition signed by a number of prop-_ 
erty owners, od the subject of public improve- 
ments. Hitherto the plan of letting the con- 
tracts for public work has been to make the 
price payable when the assessments’ for the 
work were collected. Under the law requiring 
all sales of real estate for uncollected assess- 
ments, as well as taxes, to be made together in 
the month of March, the collection of such asses- 
ments may be delayed for mauy moths, even 
after the work has been completed.

He exh 
ed a short-horn cow, bred by himself, six 
old, which had had five calves, a large, fat fat 
some animal, which would have been a prize- 
taker at any English fo nty He showed also a 
three-y — ort-horn ball from Lord Ducie’s 
stock, rted last year. The stock 
faranene of ofthe West, who are the really moneyed 
men, are taking great to improve the qual. 
ity of their cattle by the importation of the best 
English blood. It ‘is an excellent policy, and 
they are abundantly reaping the reward of their 
enterprise. "For, though at this autumnal sea- 
son, the prairie grass looks coarse and _innutri- 
tious, & stranger has only to examine the cattle 
which are f upon it fo convince himself of 
its feeding qualities. And, as this grass is every- 
where to be had bere for nothing, the grazier 
consults his own interest by incurring some ex 
pense in improving the present breeds of cat- 
tle, and thus obtaining earlier maturity, better 
quality, and quicker reterns from his extensive 
azings. of the cattle common to the country 
there were several specimens exhibited, of enor- 
mous size, One red and white ox with wide, up- 
turned horns, four — a half years old, meas- 
ured 2,700 Ibs. weight, He handled well, though 
very strong in the bone and limbs. Another of 
2.000 Ibs, gross weight was reckoned on the spot 
worth £14 at the current price of beef, viz: 
about 2d. a pound dead weight. 
Mr. Brown has been many years in the eoun- 
try engaged in farming. He farms largely, and 


believes that more money may be made, and has 


been made, in this State ‘by stock farming than 
corn growing. Noris this remarkable, inasmuch 
as grazing land on the prairies could be had for 
nothing, costing neither rent nor taxes, whik 
corn land many bought, inclosed, and caltiva. 
ted, and labor has hitherto been expenaive. 
Howey er, till very recently there was no outlet 
for corn. Railways are rapidly altering the for- 
mer state of things, and Indian corn is no long- 
erunsalable at 6d. abushel, He has found short- 
horn stock the most profitable , which is no doubt 
chiefly owing to the high rices he is enabled to 
realize in the sale of well-bred stock for improv- 
ing the breeds of the country. But he has not 
found them so successful on the natural prairie 
grass, of which on his own lands he has no lon- 
gerany. Though the prairie grass may be ex- 
urpated in time by close feeding, he has found 
it the best practice to break it up, and after a 
course of tihage, to sow the land out with blue 
grass and clover. The blue grass is a rich, thick, 
sueculent grass of a bluish color, which grows 
with great suecesson the limestone soils of Ken- 
tacky, and is found to succeed admirably on the 
tee es when laid down as pasture. Iti improves 
ery year, and yields feed for six mouths, be- 
side half feed during the Winter, whereas the 
natural prairie grass is in its best state only for 
the first four months after Spring. Mr. Brown 
has all his lands now laid down in “tame” 
grass, as the sown grasses are commonly termed 
here. He keeps no stock except bis thorough- 
bred short- norms, and lets his sarplus grass for 
at @1 munth for each 
the Summer and Autumn. He feeds 
stock during Winter on ing. 
them corn and hay in time of snow. As he can 
buy Indian corn in his part of the State at an 
average of Sd. a bushel, he has no deubt that 
this is the kind of farming whieh beats suits Il- 
lineis. He had tried sheep, and found them to 
do well, but ope no taste for them, he keeps 
exclusively to cattle. 
There were various novel agricultural imple- 
ments exhibitedin the show yard, Plows mount- 
ed on an axle, with bigh wheels, the only advan- 
tage of which seemed to be that a seat was thus 
provided for the driver. There were seed plant- 
ers of ingenious construction, @ circular self- 
cleaning harro Reeve w, which always goes round about 
while being dragyed forward—little hand ma- 
chines for washing clothes upon, which are said 
to economize labor 100 per cent—and a chain- 
bucket pump, an extremely simple, cheap and 
eflicient article. 

I drove a few miles out of town to visit the 
farm of Mr. M’Connell, who was recommended 
to me by the Governor of the State as a maa of 
great intelligence, integrity, and experience. 
walked and drove over his farm, examined his 
stock, and received ‘fom him yery clear and 
distinct information. He is 9 practical man who 

has been all his life engaged in farming, and has 
fought his way up to a very comfortable inde- 

dence. He left “the old country” in 1511, 
armed in a small way for thirty years in the 
State of New York, where he first settled, and 


is own 


moved thence to Illinois seventeen years ago. 
He had always sheep-farming, and 
brought his small flock of merinos wi "him. 


They have been remarkably healthy, increase 
one-third every year, and his flock now numbers 
25,000. His fleeces average four to five pounds 
each, and the wool sells for 18.84, to 28, a pound. 
He bought his farm at £1 an aere, and could 
now sell it at £10, a8 itis in a 
near the capital of the State, 
firmly persuaded of the wealth 
of this fine State, that he has no doubt of his 
farm bein worth £20 an acre afew years hence. 
He pow rs the land for 100 miles round 
Springfield to be the best in the world. 

Mr. M’Connell sends his flock to the open prai- 
ries in April, places about 1, 
of one shepherd, who tends them and suppl 
them with salt. They need no other for for 
six months. He oo them to his enclosed 
ra in Winter, and.gives them 


never suffered from any epidemic, but on the 
contrary have been extremely free from disease.

One man here hadentered an rnp: 4 acre 
lot last Spring, had built his rokep 
about ten acres and sowed it with wheat, and 
had his little crop of **sod” corn gathered and 
stacked Out of harm’s way, close to his dwelling. 
The first care ofan American settler on the 
prairie ig to provide for the first Winter. If he 
starts in May he plows afew acres up, and ve- 
ry commorly plants the Indian eorn on it by 
making a slit with his axe on the tough uptarn- 
ed sod, into which he drops the seed. Rude 
though this preparation appears, it is generally 
followed by a crop, sometimes a very one. 
Having thus started his “sod” corn, he con- 
struets his house, and ends the rest of the 
Summer in “breaking” t e prairie in prepare- 
tion for a wheat crop, andin eutting and ma- 
king some prairie hay for the Winter provender 
of his Jife stock. He also plants afew culinary 
vegetables and potatoes. In the end of August 
he sows his wheat, and, when that is completed, 
he harvests his “sod” corn. This keeps him out 
of the market the very first Winter, as itis of- 
ten made to suffice for the food both of the fam- 
ily and the live stoek, “Hogand homony” is 
not infrequently the only food that the settler 
has to set before his guest during the first year 
of his possession. And thou y it is 
wholesome. When the crop of Indian corn is 
secured, there is time to begin making fences. 
The neighbors have mutual interest in this 
and assist each other. The fences are made of 
posts and sawn pipe timber ; the posts of cedar, 
seven feet long, cost 3d. each, and both 
and rails are prepared in the forest, so that the 
settler buys them ready for his purpose, at ei- 
ther the nearest railway station or grove of tim- 
ber, whichever baupeas to be the most conve- 
nient. The holes for the posts are not dug out 
as with us, butare bored with an auger made 
for the purpose, and the work of fencing thus 
goes on with mach neatness and regularity, and 
the fences, being all made in the same pean 
and with timber of the same dimensions, are 
ry uniform and substantial. At this seitlement
